Mao would remain as chief of th# 
Communist party. 
Telegrams

Warsaw 
said Chen had told the envoys that 
Mao had decided not to present 
himself for re-election when his 
current term as chairm an of the 
government expires in January. 
The decision was presented as 
entirely voluntary and not aa fet­ 
ing forced on Mao by a hostile 
meeting of the Communist party 
Central Committee, as reported at 
the week end by Chinese National­ 
ist sources on Formosa. 
The attitude in Taipei, Formosa, 
was different from that in Peiping. 
The Nationalists said their sour­ 
ces report Mao is stepping aside 
under fire. 
Nationalists leaders today were 
reported in conference with Gen. 
Chiang Kai shek studying the move 
reported from Peiping. 
There was no particular surprise 
caused by the fact that the re­ 
ported decision was not publicly 
announced at the close Monday of

Th is is th e so ul-search ing pro b­ 
lem so many y o unger perso ns ex ­ 
perience th ese day s as th eir par­ 
ents beco me o lder and ill. 
Th ere are many th ings to take 
into co nsideratio n. 
First, o f co urse, sh o uld be y o ur 
do cto r’s o pinio n. If h e believes th at" 
th e patients will be better o ff in a 
h o spital, at least fo r a time, th en 
th at is th e best po ssible place fo r 
h im. 
| 
If th e patient h as no real need 
fo r h o spital care, h o wever, th en 
h e pro bably wo uld be far better 
o ff at h o me. 
Caring fo r o ne wh o faces 
a lo ng 
illness at h o me h as many advan­ 
tages, no t th e least o f wh ich is fi­ 
nancial. 
Fo r ex ample, th e co st o f h o spital 
care in a large city is no w abo ut 
$22 per day . Caring fo r th e same 
patient at h o me wo uld co st ap­ 
pro x imately $3.50 o r a savings o f 
$18.50 per day . 
I want to emph asize, h o wever, 
th at th e ch o ice between h o me o r 
h o spital care sh o uldn’t be based o n 
mo ney alo ne. 
A decisio n by a family to take 
care o f a ch ro nically ill member at 
h o me is likely to h ave a very fa­ 
vo rable effect o n th e patient. 
If y o u plan to u ndertake h o me 
care o f a member o f y o ur family , 
make su re th at y o u, o r th e o ne 
wh o will be h andling mo st o f th e 
care, is up to th e jo b. It is no t a 
simple task. 
Ho me care is an all-inclusive jo b 
wh ich generally means marketing, 
planning meals, 
b e d s i d e care, 
bath ing th e patient, care o f th e 
bedclo th ing and general care o f 
th e h o me. 
Any o ne u ndertaking such a jo b 
sh o uld be h ealth y and stro ng, must 
be stable and matu re and h ave 
so und ju dgment. 
Mo reo ver, 
sh e 
sh o uld be able to u nderstand o lder 


perso ns and accept th eir idio sy n­ 
crasies. 
Sh e mu st h ave a h o peful o utlo o k 
and mu st be able to co mmu nicate 
th is o ptimism to th e patient. 
Sh e mu st maintain a pleasant at­ 
mo sph ere no t o nly in th e sick 
ro o m but th ro u gh o u t th e h o me. Air 
fresh eners, fo r ex ample, sh o uld be 
used o ften. 
Th e do cto r’s advice abo ut th e 
patient’s diet sh o uld be fo llo wed 
bu t generally appetites o f such pa­ 
tients are po o r and I su ggest small­ 
er feedings, po ssibly six times a 
day , instead o f th e 
cu sto mary 
th ree h eavier meals. 
Questio n and Answer 
D. H.: My 16-y ear-o ld so n devel­ 
o ped epilepsy fo llo wing a recent 
accident. 
Wh y did h e no t sh o w so me signs 
o f th is disease at birth o r in ch ild­ 
h o o d? 
Answer: Epilepsy may f i r s t 
manifest itself at any age. A su d­ 
den strain such as a h igh fever o r 
an accident may h elp induce th e 
first attack. 
Th ere is a special ty pe o f epi­ 
lepsy called “Jackso nian Epilepsy ” 
wh ich fo llo ws inju ry to an area o f 
th e brain. Th is ty pe can so me­ 
times be relieved by o peratio n.

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Let's Look at Foreign Aid 


Appointment of nine prominent Ameri­ 
cans, headed by William H. Draper, to 
Rive a ‘ ‘critical appraisal” to foreign aid 
programs has brought a spate of ideas 
from publications about the lines such as 
appraisal should follow. 
The Wall Street J o u r n a l suggests a 
“ realistic program" for economic help to 
other nations. Here are the elements of­ 
fered: 
Restrict assistance to nations that ask 
for it and show it will be reasonably used. 
Make all assistance, expect for an oc­ 
casional special situation, loans instead of 
grants. 
Run the p r o g r a m as a businesslike 
banking operation (similar to the World 


Bank) — to eliminate overlapping oper­ 
ations and cultivate respect. 
Make loans to private instead of govern­ 
ment organizations wherever possible. 
Limit the scope of projects according to 
a realistic assessment of requirements. 
Liberalize trade policies; a healthy in­ 
ternational commerce would obviate the 
need for much foreign aid. 
All of these are commendable recom­ 
mendations. Certainly they would trend to 
retrieve foreign aid from the chaotic nev­ 
er-never land where it resides. And there 
is good reason to contend that a hard­ 
headed practical approach is needed to 
make the dollars Uncle Sam 
spends 
abroad produce more results.

A decision by a family to take 
care of a chronically ill member at 
home is likely to have a very fa­ 
vorable effect on the patient. 
If you plan to undertake 
home 
care of a member of your family, 
make sure that you, or the one 
who will be handling most of the 
care, is up to the job. It is not a 
simple task 
Home care is an all-inclusive job 
w’hich generally means marketing, 
planning meals, b e d s i d e care, 
bathing the patient, 
care of the 
bedclothing and general 
care of 
the home. 
Anyone undertaking such a job 
should be healthy and strong, must 
be stable and 
mature 
and have 
sound judgment. 
Moreover, 
she 
should be able to understand older 


persons and accept their idiosyn­ 
crasies. 
She must have a hopeful outlook 
and must be able to communicate 
this optimism to the patient. 
She must maintain a pleasant at­ 
mosphere 
not only in the 
sick 
room but throughout the home. Air 
fresheners, for example, should be 
used often. 
The doctor’s advice 
about 
the 
patient’s diet should 
be followed 
but generally appetites of such p a­ 
tients are poor and I suggest sm all­ 
er feedings, possibly six times 
a 
day, 
instead of 
the 
customary 
three heavier meals.
